The position of a Democrat \vho has 
an industry in his own district that 
clamors for protection is difficult.

Champ Clark in the present Con- 
gress, has taken the same point of 
view. He was put in a difficult posi- 
tion by the demand, on the part of his 
constituents, for a tariff on zinc. Clark 
was outspoken : 

“1 want to repeat, and we might as 
well settle it and be through with it, I 
am not going to help any man plunder 
the American people because he h»p- 
pens to live in Missouri. I will go out 
of public life before I do it.”

ways prided irseif upon its intelli- 
gence, Senator Lodge on Monday in- 
sisted in debate that as a rule the 
property of the country bears the bur- 
den of Taxation, especially of State 
and local imposts. He cited Boston, 
with 110,000 voters and only 18,000 
taxpayers. 

How many of the 90,000 voters in 
that well informed community who pay 
0 f no taxes directly are so dull as not to 
know that th*y do pay taxes indirect- 
ly? Every voter of Boston who pays 
rent on the taxed apartment where he 
keeps his taxed furniture and eats his 
taxed food, or who buys a taxed pair 
of boots in a taxed shop, or takes a 
taxed drink in a taxed saloon, is a tax- 
payer. The little girl in taxed cloth- 
ing who buys taxed butterscotch in a 
taxed store opposite her fchoolhouse 
contributes heavily in proportion to 
the city. State and national burdens, 
and Mr. Lodge’s constituents under- 
stand the fact. 

We heavily tax consumption and the 
occupancy of homes, partly for public 
benefit and partly through prices rais- 
ed by the tariff, for the benefit of pro- 
duction trusts. Consumption cannot 
escape taxation; and poor mc-n are 
taxed through it far more in propor- 
tion than rich men. A graduated in- 
come tax is one of the fairest means

WINTER WOOD. 



It Makes the Best end Most Lasting 
Kind of Timber. 

It has long been known that winter 
was tbe be*t time of the year for cut- 
ting down trees for their timber, but 
until tbe American bureau of forestry 
published the results of some experi- 
ments no one was sure why. The bu- 
reau of forestry selected four pine 
trees of the same age and of equal 
vigor, growing in the same soil, and 
felled them, the first at the end of 
December, the second at the end of 
January, the third at the end of Feb- 
ruary and the fourth at the end of 
March. They were hewn into logs of 
the same size and dried at the same 
place. Then the logs were tested. 

The December log resisted a flexile 
strain twice as strong as that which 
the March log resisted. It furnished 
idles which were still perfect and un- 
decayed sixteen years later, while the 
piles made from the March log had 
rotted within three or four years. 

Wood that is felled iu December is 
less porous than that cut at other 
times. It has been proved that oak 
felled in the spring allowed water to 
percolate through it in from two to 
three hours, while similar wood cut in 
December was seemingly impermeable. 

There is a very simple method of as- 
tliree hours, while similar wood cut in 
winter or in spring. The former con- 
tains floury particles, which turn blue 
when tincture of iodine is poured upon 
them. The latter preserves its natural 
tint or merely becomes a little darker 
at the contact of iodine.— New York 
World. 

COPIED NAPOLEON. 

£ou'.h American Dictators Who Imi- 
tated tho French Dispct. 

The dictatorship of Castro in Vene- 
zuela has been compared with that of ■ 
President Francia, who terrorized Par- 
aguay for over thirty years. Francia 
was a worshiper of Napoleon, whom 
he endeavored to imitate In every pos- 
sible way. He possesses only one por- 
trait of his idol, a German caricature, 
which depicted the emperor wearing 
an exaggerated version of the famous 
gray overcoat. Francia took this pic- 
ture seriously and for many years pa- 
raded the streets of Asuncion clad in 
a gray dressing gown and a cocked 
hat, which he fondly “believed to be 
tbe habitual garb of the French des- 
pot. 

Castro’s most distinguished predeces- 
sor was also a Napoleon devotee, but 
Bolivar had seen his idol and could 
thus imitate him more faithfully. He 
managed to acquire the emperor’s 
brusque speech and other mannerisms, 
pulled people’s ears when iu a good 
humor and dictated dispatches to sev- 
eral secretaries at once. lie founded 
an order closely modeled on the Le- 
gion of Honor; surrounded himself 
with a guard of negroes from Haiti, 
after the style of Napoleon’s iname- 
Iukes, and endeavored to codify the 
laws of his country, Whcu he return- 
ed to America after witnessing Napo- I 
Icon’s coronation Bolivar entered Ca- 
racas standing in a Roman chariot j 
drawn by twelve maidens belonging to j 
the first families of the town.— London j 
Chronicle. 

A Narrow Escape.

Cracked Furniture. 

Ugly marks caused by splits or 
cracked places in furniture are easily 
filled in with beeswax, and the mark 
Is never detected. In fact, this is how 
furniture dealers cover such blemishes. 
First slightly soften the beeswax until 
it is like putty, then press firmly into 
the cracks and smooth evenly with 
a thin knife. Sandpaper over the 
surrounding wood and work the dust 
Into the beeswax. This gives a wood 
finish or color, and when the furniture 
Is varnished you will look in vain for 
the blemishes. It is better than putty, 
since putty soon dries, crumbles and 
fails out, while beeswax will remain 
forever just where it is placed.

He 
receives the most attention, and this 
he learns to appreciate and to endeav- 
or to maintain by living down his 
illness. Even the children know how 
to treat the demented people. The 
dangerous ones are sent to another 
settlement and to institutions. It is 
wonderful how considerate, careful 
and kind the simple people are toward 
their charges, and a peep into the com- 
munity would probably terrify physi- 
cians who had never heard of and 
could not appreciate the good which is 
being done in this “City of the In- 
sane.”
